Hr port Conn From an Excellent

Durban," Natal, Jan. 24.—Tin* state¬ 
ment comes from an excellent source 
in Pietermaritzburg that Lord Dun- 
tlonald has entered Ladysmith with 
1.000 men. This is not confirmed 
from any other quarter, but it is 
known that Lord Dundonuls's flying 
column has been acting well to the 
left of the line of advance. 

\otlilnft Heard From Duller. 

'Txmdon. Jan. 24. — Gen. Buller has 
divulged nothing of his movements 
on Monday and the public presume he 
is resting on the ground won after 
two days’ hard fighting. The war of¬ 
fice Turned everybody out of the lob¬ 
bies at midnight. Apparently I.ord 
Lnnsdown was ns much without news 
yesterday ns other persons wore. Mil¬ 
itary 'men assume that fighting must 
have taken place and It was probably 
more severe than on the two preceding 
days. Gen. Buller would not he likely 
to give the Boers leisure to add to 
their elaborate Intrenchinents. to ar¬ 
range their artillery and to concen¬ 
trate tlielr forces. The special cor- 
| respondents Sunday, dlglit were al- 
' lowed to send the announcement that 
the battle would lie almost certainly 
renewed the following day. and lienee 
official a*ul popular anxiety is at high 
tension. 

Boors Content Every Ineli. 

London. Jan. 24—The Dally Cltrnui- 
cle publishes the following, dated Jail. 
22. .1:20 p. m„ from Spearman’s Camp: 

•‘The Boers admit twenty-four cas¬ 
ualties during Gen. Lyttieton’s skirm¬ 
ish -on Saturday. Gen. Warren con¬ 
tinues progressing, though he is nec¬ 
essarily making very slow progress, 
as Ihc Boers are numerous and very 
strongly Intrenched. Our forces are 
working on parallel ridges, with Lord 
Duudonold's flying column nut on the 
left flank a waif lag developments. The 
Boers are contesting every inch of the 
ground. This morning Gen. Warren’s 
artillery opened 'fin* but received no 
reply. The naval guns In front are do¬ 
ling good work. The Boers iuslst that 
it will take three months for us to 
. j reach Ladysmith.” 

Hof Flathl Sunday. 

London. Jan. 24. — Tin* Daily Mail 
has the following, dated Sunday night, 
from Spearman's Camp: 

"There lias been hot fighting all day. 
At dawn our attack was resumed 
along the entire line, all the brigades 
taking part. We soon discovered that 
the Boers still (x-ctipled the range of 
hills in force, their position being very 
strong. The range is interested by 
steep ravines and innny approaches 
very steep ravines ami many ap¬ 
proaches very difficult of access. To¬ 
day the Boers, who were driven from 
their trenches yesterday, took cover 
In dongas ami behind the rocks with 
which the hills are strews. The 
forces, therefore, commenced the tusk 
of driving them out and set to work 
with good heart in the early morning. 
Much firing look place anil our prog¬ 
ress was slow, but gradually British 
pluck told its tale anil the enemy fell 
1 back to another kopje. We swarmed 
on and oeeuplcd It and then the 
Attack Was Relieved 

with great gallantry. The country 
swerm with hills favorable to guerril¬ 
la warfare and our task is au arduous 
Vine.^Nevertheless It is being gradunl- 
, 1* accomplished. Whenever any of 
the enemy wen* observed taking up a 
fresh position our field batteries 
poured in showers of shrapnel and the 
rapid movement of the guns, followed 
liy accurate shooting, must have 
grentiy distressed them. The enemy 
was on the defensive almost tlie entire 
day. save once, when they attempted 
to outflank our left and were signally 
checkmated. They relied almost en¬ 
tirely on rifle tire. A few shells were 
fired from a heavy piece of ordnance, 
but these fell harmless. We now oc¬ 
cupy the lower crest on the left and 
are converging stowly. lint surely to 
the Boer center. The Boer loss is un¬ 
known, lint must have been heavy. 
Tile killed anil wounded are carried 
away to the rear rapidly. Strong ru¬ 
mors are in circulation that the Boers 
are retiring. The battle will be re¬ 
sumed to-morrow.” 

Inactivity In Other Districts. 
London. Jan. 24. - The British in 
Other districts of South Africa con- 
tiuuii inactive. Gen. Methuen s 11.1100 
inen remain behind earthworks Gen. 
French’s 4,000 nun at Itcnsberg were 
aroused on Sunday by a general alarm 
that the Boers were attacking, but it 
turns out there Is no basis for this. 
Gen. Gatacre is quiet at Cole$burg. 
Tile dissensions aiming colonial offi¬ 
ce* and their disagreements witli the 
regulars is being Inquired into by 
Lord Koberts, who declares lie wili 
give the colonials equal show with the 
regulars. At Ladysmith tlie deaths 
from enteric fever and other diseases 
average ten a day. I lie fear is eutci- 
tniueil that the garrison may be so 
worn with privations and disease as 
uot to be aide to do much in the way 
of helping Gen. Buller. 

ForlODH Firing nt Renubcr*. 

London, Jan. 24. - The Dally Tele- 
' graph publishes the following dis¬ 
patch. delayed by the censor, from 


Bensburg, union Mitorunj anemoun: 

“Last evening at !> o'clock the Boers 
began firing furiously all along their 
main position. Three tiers of rifle fire 
were visible. The filing lasted three- 
quarters of nu hour. Tlie reason for 
the alarm is not known here.” 

Hinted That Born May Sue for 
Pence. 

London. Jan. 24.—The correspondent 
at the Times at Lourenzo Marques, 
telegraphing yesterday, says: 

“News from the republics Is exceed¬ 
ingly meager, but it Is reported that 
Pretoria ia much perturbed. This Is 

connrmea trom different sourced, and 
to-day it is even hinted the Boers are 
about to sue for peace. This is im¬ 
probable until they have played their 
trump card of an appeal for interven¬ 
tion. It is au undoubted fact that 
they are bitterly disappointed at the 
apparent apathy of the eoutiuental 
powers." 

DF.FEIUKII THE ••FOORCE.” 

Police Heply to Kepnbllenn CharKea 
Before the Content Board. 

Frankfort. Ky., Jan. 24.—Tlie police 
force of Louisville, through Its officers, 
defended Itself vigorously lngt night 
against the charges of interference at 
the November elections which have 
been brought against them by the Re¬ 
publicans. ('apt. Krakel, Lieut. 
Wickham. Capt. Wright and Lieut. 
Ridge were the officers and all gave 
practically the same evidence. They 
declared that orders were issued be¬ 
fore tlie election to members of the 
police force to interfere in uo way 
with the election, and that the orders 
were carried our in good faith. There 
was. they declared, uo reason why the 
militia should have been called out by 
Gov. Bradley, and no particular rea¬ 
son . why anil extra policemen should 
have Ih*ou sworn in. as there was no 
disturbance at any time on election 
day. Each of the four officers declared 
tb.it In Ills Individual opinion the pres¬ 
ence of the militia in the armory de¬ 
terred many people from going to the 
polls. On cross-examination all of 
them declared that they did not know 
the name of any person who was so 
det< rred.

KAISER HITS THE PRESS. 

He Reprimands Their Attitude To- 
ward (Brent Britain. - 

Berlin. Jan. 24. — The Moiling Zei- 
tung says that when tlie emperor re¬ 
cently received tin* presidents of the 
diet he expressed deep regret at the 
greni loss of British officers in South 
\frier and praised the Boer general¬ 
ship. but his majesty reprehended the 
attitude of tlie German press toward 
Great. Britain, which lie said was 
rendering Ids task of avoiding friction 
with Great Britain doubly hard. He 
recalled Prince Bismarck’s saying that 
the —windows which our press 
smashes we have to pay for. ’ 

SALE OF THE WEST IXDIES. 

\>K«tlntlona Likely to I iulfrgo ■ 
New Development 

London. Jan. 24. - The Copenhagen 
correspondent of the Daily’ Mail says: 
Negotiations for the sale of the Dan¬ 
ish West Indies to tlie United States 
an* ltkelv to undergo a new develop¬ 
ment. The Fulled States government 
intends to acquire a sphere of influ¬ 
ence in China. In that case Denmark 
for the benefit of her newly founded 
commercial connections in East Asia 
would, through American concessions, 
obtain a valuable equivalent for her 
Western colonies.

Jan. 24 —J. Edgar Walton 
was arrested yesterday as he was at¬ 
tempting to escape from tlie Chicago 
National bank. lie had nearly 200 
blank checks on various banks and a 
bank book showing him to linve a 
small sum of money in a bank in Au¬ 
gusta. Me. Walton is charged with 
forging tlie names of two Chicago per¬ 
sons to checks which he attempted to 
pass.

Lorain. Ohio. Jan. 24.-B. Bergman, 
proprietor of a clothing store in this 
city was arrested yesterday on a war¬ 
rant sworn out by an insurance agent 
charging him with having attempted 
to burn ills stock. A fire was discov¬ 
ered In the store early yesterday 
morning and was quickly ex¬ 
tinguished. Tiles of clothing were 
found saturated with gasoline.

Pittsburg. Jail. 24.-A roan supposed 
by the police to be one of the cleverest 
hotel thieves in tlie country, was ar¬ 
rested yesterdav at tlie union station. 
Ho is wanted by tin* Chicago authori¬ 
ses and in ills possession was jewelry 
worth probably $2,000, a full dress 
coat and overcoat and fully 200 keys. 
He gave his name as John Peters, and 
said he was n Chicago Jewel er. 

Gen. Stanton Seriously III. 

Omaha, Jan. 24.-Brlg. Gen. T. H. 
Stanton. U. 8. A., retired, formerly 
paymaster general of tlie army and 
generally known as th* “Fighting 
Paymaster,” is lying dangerously ill 
at his home in this city. There arc 
small hopes entertained of his recov- 
ery His trouble is n general breaking 
down of his system acd is complicated 
by grip. 


Manila. Jan. 24.—Two companies of 
tlie Forty-sixth infantry, under MaJ. 
Johnson, and three companies of the 
Thirty-eighth infantry, com minded 
by Maj. Muir, defeated SOtt Insurgents 
at Taal. province of Batiingas, Satur¬ 
day. taking the town. Tlie United 
States gunboat Marietta also shelled 
the place. The insurgents bail four 
cannon, two of which were captured. 
Two Americans were wounded and 
ten insurgent dead were found oil tile 
field. The plague reports show a total 
of fourteen cases and eleven deaths.

Washington. Jan. 2k.—Gen Otis In¬ 
forms the war department of the re¬ 
cent military operations in the Philip¬ 
pines, in the following dispatch: 

"Maj. Johnson, commanding battalion 
Forty-sixth Infantry. Whejion's brigade, 
reports from Lemery. 18th and 20th Inst., 
drove enemy through Balayans eastward, 
morning I8t'i capturing seventeen rifles 
one field piece; few hours later through 
Calaca, captured four prisoners, four 
horses and equipments, six rifles, killed 
three Insurgents, advanced toward Lem¬ 
ery that afternoon, captured enemy's out¬ 
post of three men six horses, advanced on 
Lemery fi o’clock p. m„ enemy strongly 
intrenched, sent by navy gunboat to Ba- 
tangas for assistance when three compa¬ 
nies Muir's battalion Thirty-eighth sent 
to Taal insurgent headquarters; Johnson 
drove enemy through Lemery on Taal. 
where he atlaeked southern portion of 
city and Muir northern portion, enemy 
dispersed, relreating in many directions; 
Johnson's casualties one man killed, one 
seriously and two slightly wounded, four 
field pieces and quantity rifles captured; 
this movement of Johnson's ably con¬ 
ducted and important in results: enemy 
reported In large force and heavily in¬ 
trenched at and near Santa Crux, La¬ 
guna de Bay. Schwa n swinging his 
troops on that point, his left at town of 
Bay, few miles east Calambn, his right 
consisting of cavalry at city of Taya- 
bas.”

New York. .Inii. 24.—Officials of the 
indeptudent sugar refining companies 
repent there is untiling to say in re¬ 
spect to tilt* report that they have 
been In eonfereiiec with a view to per¬ 
fecting an organization to light the 
American Sugar Refilling company. 
James B. Post, of B. H. Howell. Son 
& Co., representing the Hollonhauer 
rod National companies, characterized 
as “for stock jobbing purposes,” a re¬ 
port that a settlement of the sugar 
war was in sight. “You may say em¬ 
phatically," Sir. Post sniil. "that there 
Is nothing In tlie report. There Is no 
settlement of the war. nor can we see 
when there will lie any. Those people 
who argue because of tin* recent ad¬ 
vances in refined sugar prices that 
these signify a settlement simply do 
not understand wluit they are inlking 
about.

One Man Fatally Injured and Con- 

nldcrnlile Damage Done. 

Chicago. Jan. 24. — Charles Bur¬ 
roughs. proprietor of a cigar store at 
500 Madison street, was probably fa¬ 
tally injured yesteicay In a gas ex¬ 
plosion under the sidewalk in front of 
his store. This was followed by four 
manholes in .Madison street exploding, 
wrecking the asphalt pavement. One 
One of the manhole covers went to 
the roof of tin* Xntntorimn building 
and the plate glass window In the 
public library branch at 510 West 
Madison street was demolished, to¬ 
gether with much other window glass 
In the neighborhood. Burroughs laid 
gone miller the sidewalk 1o investigate 
a leak in a gas pipe and carried a 
lighted candle witli him. As lie 
Stepped out from tlie basement a plug 
from a gas pipe was blown off and 
struck Burroughs in tin* ey<* with such 
force thnt the sight of that member 
was destroyed. Other missiles struck 
him on the body and head and It is 
believed his skull Is fractured.

When Ids steamer 
reached Honolulu the citizens hail just 
decided that the unsanitary location 
of the Chinese quarters was fostering 
tlie plngue, spnc'lied a hilltop, where 
the Celestials must live henceforward 
and only gave them time to move out 
before burning their former homes, 
which occupied a ii area ten blocks in 
extent. It is intended to tarn it into 
i park. The visitor .-ays tin* plague is 
much more serious among Chinese and 
.Taps than lias been admitted. 


CONGRESS. 

Another Day o! Oratory In the Sen¬ 
ate—Short SesMlon of the llonae, 

Washington. Jan. 23—Y’esterday was 
another day of oratory In tlie senate, 
little business beyond 1 routine being 
transacted. Mr. Pritchard of North 
Carolina delivered a loug and carefully 
prepared address u)sm the race ques¬ 
tion in the South, bis remarks being 
addressed particularly against the pro¬ 
posed amendment to tlie constitution 
of North Carolina, which, if enacted, 
lie said, would' disfranchise a large 
class of voters, botli white and blaelc. 
He was followed by Mr. Turner of 
Washington in a speech ou the Philip¬ 
pine question in which he arraigned 
the administration's policy as set out 
in the president's message and in tin* 
speech of Mr. Beveridge. Mr. Turner 
was given close attention by Ills col- 
longues. 

Tin- House. 

Tin* house was in session only forty 
minutes yesterday and nothing of pub¬ 
lic interest was done except to refer to 
the speaker for settlement a ilispHic 
between the appropriations and mili¬ 
tary affairs committees over the ques¬ 
tion of estimates for the manufacture 
of small arms at Itoek Island and 
Springfield arsenals. A few District 
of Columbia bills of minor importance 
were passed. 

HA/.EV FATALLY INJURED. 

thief Fort-mater Is Thrown Front 
llln Bicycle by a 1'olllniuu. 

Washington. Jan. 24. — Henry A. 
Maxell, professor of meteorology and 
out* of the chief forecasters of weath¬ 
er conditions at the weather bureau in 
this city, was probably fatally injured 
last night by I icing thrown from a 
bicycle. The accident occurred while 
tln»profi*ssor was on his way to the 
bureau. At tin* corner of Eleventh 
and M streets lie ran into a colored 
man. the force of the contact throw¬ 
ing him from the wh*»ol and pitching 
him forward on his head. The blow 
was a terrific one. Ihc skull being 
cracked from over the nose to tlie 
back of the head and causing also a 
hemorrhage of the lirain. Physicians 
afterward trepanned tin* skull and re¬ 
moved a large clot of blood from the 
right side. They say Ids injury Is one 
of the most severe on record, and the 
chances for recovery are very remote. 
Prof. Ilnxcn was for some lime an as¬ 
sistant of I*rof. Loomis, of Yale uni¬ 
versity. hut since 1.NN1 lias been iden¬ 
tified with tlie government weather 
service at Washington. Prof, lluzcn 
was highly regarded as an efficient 
forecaster. Ho is fifty-live years of 
age and was born in India of mission¬ 
ary pan tits. 

XVADE OR BROOKE. 

Coveted Command i»! the Depart¬ 
ment of the I, ii ken. 

Chicago. Jan. 24.—Gen. 4. It. Wade 
uiuy be made the permanent >oin- 
luandcr of tin* department of tin* lakes 
according to the opinion of the army 
officers at local headquarters, being 
relieved in that event frorti command 
of tlie department of Dakota, with 
headquarters at St. Paul. The lakes 
department ranks second to that' of 
the East, and there is usually great 
rivalry among officers to be assigned 
to either of these stations. If the 
place is not given to Gen. Wade it Is 
predicted that it will go to Gen. John 
R. Brooke, until recently military K ov - 
ernor of Cuba, now in Washington on 
waiting orders.

A New York Catholic Church Be- 
aiun a New (ainpiilKU. 

New York. Jan. 24.—In the Roman 
Catholic Church of St. Paul the 
Apustle, at Columbus avenue and Fif¬ 
ty-ninth street, last evening, crowds 
gathered at the service announced for 
non-Carlmlies. All the pews on the 
middle aisle were set apart for the ac- 
commodation of 11011-Cut holies anil all 
were filled. This was the first meeting 
in a concerted movement on the part 
of the Catholic church in this country 
to bring the unchurched masses with¬ 
in Its fold. The work of the Church 
of St. Paul tlie Apostle Is in charge of 
Father Doyle and Father Handly. tin* 
latter being a convert to flic Catholic 
faith.

- It is an- 
nounced that the British officera here 
arranging to pnrrhitse mules for ship¬ 
ment to South Africa have hern or¬ 
dered to purchase horses also for tlie 
use of cavalry and mounted Infantry. 
Col. Stevens, in charge of rile pur¬ 
chases. says tin* animals wanted will 
be mainly’ tlie tough little horses of 
the West! used to hardship and tough 
living, as the conditions 111 South 
Africa are similar to those or the 
West. No iden was given of the num¬ 
ber of horses needed. 

Repairs for llif Olympia. 

Washington. Jan. 24.—Half a mil¬ 
lion dollars is the estimated cost of re¬ 
pairing the Olympia, according to the 
reports of tlie board or nnvr-1 construc¬ 
tion. The work will be done at the 
Boston navy yard and will occupy 
about a year. 


TERRIBLE TRAGEDY 


RESULT OF AX ATTEMPT TO AR¬ 
REST A NEGRO MURDERER. 

Two Negroes shot lo Death and Two 
YVhlte Ylen Desperately YVoundeil 
—The Negro YY'ho Dill Mont of the 
Shooting YVaa Himself Killed— 
He Hail Threatened to Kill n Ne¬ 
gro Woninn nnd When a Pollre- 
nian Attempted to Arrest Mini He 
Began to Shout. 


Mix ou, dii., Jan. 24.—Two negroes 
shot to death and two white men des¬ 
perately wounded was tla* result of au 
ittcmpt to arrest a negro murderer 
here yesterday. J. B. Butler, colored, 
is the man who did most of tin* shoot¬ 
ing. and was himself shot lo death. 
His victims were A mislead Bryant, 
colored, shot through the heart aud in¬ 
stantly killed: 1. B. SohSmau. white, 
shot through the stomach aud will 
probably die, John Reed, white, shot 
in tlie neck, and is in a precarious con¬ 
dition. 

Butler threatened to kill a negro 
woman, and when Policeman Pearce 
attempted to arrest him. began to 
shoot. The negro ran up Fonrili 
street, one of tin* busiest streets in 
Maron. pistol in hand, shooting at 
everybody in sight, liis first victim 
was Scitlman. then Bryan and last 
llced fell beneaih his aim. Sounds of 
the shooting attracted a number of 
policemen and eitizel s. When Butler 
fell, wounded, live policemen and sev¬ 
en citizens wire shooting at him. 
Three bullets went completely through 
liis body and then* wen* other wounds. 
Butler came from North t'nrolina to 
Macon eight years ago and was em¬ 
ployed on the Southern rend, ii is said 
■•Ight years ago he killed two negroes 
tit Fort Gaines. tla.

Supreme Court's Decision in /he 

Case of tne Chlengo. Milwaukee 

St. Paul Rnllroail. 

Washington. Jan. 24. — The Fulled 
States supreme court decided tin* case 
of tlie Chicago. Milwaukee Tv St. Paul 
Railway Company vs. the Railroad 
Commissioners of Hu* Stale of Soutii 
Dakota. The case involved the state 
law providing a inixinnuii rale for til- 
railroads'. The circuit court of tin* 
United States for the district of South 
Dakota dismissed the Dill, but yester¬ 
day’s opinion reversed tliis judgment 
and remanded the case with instruc¬ 
tions to the lower court to investigate 
the earnings of the road in the state 
so as to arrive at the equities of tin*

Thirty thousand dollars in all sorts 
of assets has been found in the coffers 
of a Chicago “get-rieh-quick" concern, 
while the liabilities amounted to only 
$500,000. This shows the crudeness of 
the Chicago Napoleons as compared 
to their New York brethren, whose 
custom has been to pile up liabilities 
of several millions and to leave assets 
represented by one emphatic circular 
flgure. 

From Winston Churchill's account of 
the terms President Kruger intends to 
impose on Great Britain, as war in¬ 
demnity, it may be shrewdly suspected 
that tho “horse sickness” is not the 
only strange disease epidemic in South 
Africa since the outbreak of war in 
that region, but that the Boers them¬ 
selves are not unnaturally suffering 
from a dangerous malady well known 
in American political circles as a spe¬ 
cies of "enlargement of the cranium.” 

Bill Stone of Missouri recently ad¬ 
dressed a political gathering, and 
while the. audience was shaking the 
roof with applause over a point in the 
speech, leisurely proceeded to “wet his 
whistle.” But as he poured the water 
from the pitcher he did not perceive 
that the glass was bottom up. The 
audience noticed the mistake before its 
perpetrator did, and uproarious laugh¬ 
ter followed. When the Missourian 
saw what was the matter he proved 
equal to the emergency by saying: "1 
am not used to water.” 

Taking them year in and year out 
the statistics of the life-saving service 
show comparatively little change. Of 
course the service has grown, but its 
rate of extension has been slow. Dur¬ 
ing the year covered by the report. 
Just submitted by the superintendent, 
only one station was added, there be¬ 
ing at the date of the report 265 sta¬ 
tions, of which 193 were on the At¬ 
lantic and gulf coasts, 56 on the great 
lakes, 16 on the Pacific and one at the 
falls of the Ohio, Louisville, Ky. Of 
Ihe 3,903 persons involved in disasters 
to documented vessels within the field 
of the operations of the service during 
the year only 56 were lost, and out of 
a total estimated value of vessels and 
cargoes imperiled in the disasters, 
amounting to $8,104,640, there was 
saved property valued at $6,261,900. 

The November statement of exports 
of breadBtuffs just issued by the treas¬ 
ury department shows a larger quan¬ 
tity of corn exported in the eleven 
months ending with November, 1899, 
than in the corresponding months of 
any preceding year, and at a higher 
rate per bushel than In any year since 
1895. The total exports of corn in the 
eleven months ending with November, 
1899, were 185,832,659 bushels, valued 
at 974,742,127, while in the corre¬ 
sponding months of last year the 185,- 
284,340 bushels exported only brought 
968,618,147, the average export price 
in the eleven months of 1899 being 40 
cents per bushel, against 37 cents in 
1898, and 31 cents in the correspond¬ 
ing months of 1897. That the growth 
has been steady and rapid is shown 
hy a comparison of the figures of 1898 
and 1899 with those of 1893 and 1894. 
In 1893, the exports of corn in the 
eleven months ending with November 
were 48,602,183 bushels, and in 1894, 
97,910,232 bushels, the total for 1898 
and l 899 being more than four times 
M much as that of 1893 and 1894. In 
cornmeal the growth is equally rapid, 
the exports during the eleven months 
of 1894 being 237,095 barrels, while in 
the eleven months of 1899, they have 
been 798,111 barrels. 

Charles Kingsbury Miller has sent a 
petition to every member of congress 
asking the passage of a law to forbid 
the use of the national flag in the prize 
ring and in commercial advertising. 
smnng the signers of the petition are 
said to be Admirals Dewey and Schley, 
Benjamin Harrison, Levi P. Morton, 
Grover Cleveland, Adlai Stevenson, 
President Sanford Dole of Hawaii, 
members of McKinley's cabinet, and 
General Miles.

GEV, WARREX IS FORCING THE 
BOERS BACKWARD. 

Two Day*' Continuous Attack on the 
Boer Position — Boers Evacuate 
One Position to Fall Back Into 
Another Strongly Entrenched 
One—Gen. Biller Reports That 
Satisfactory Progress Is Being 
Made—Warren Fights a Deliber¬ 
ately Planned and Successful Bat¬ 
tle-Three Boer Positions Occo- 


Lontlon. Jan. 23.—The Times lias the 
following, dated Sunday evening, 
from Spearman’s Camp: 

“All Saturday and Sunday Gen. 
Warren lias lien attacking the Boers. 
Their position is on a long ridge, four 
miles northwest of Tricaurd’s drift, 
ascend ing from the river. At dawn 
Saturday our guns occupied a kopje 
ou the east of the range. The enemy’s 
defenses were chiefly stone sangars 
extending forward and right along the 
spur, making the position semi-circu¬ 
lar. At 11 o'clock Gen. Hart’s brigade 
advanced on the left along a rocky, 
uneven spur into the semi-circle, un¬ 
der heavy fire from three directions. 
Taking advantage of all possible cover 
the troops advanced to a point within 
500 yards of the enemy’s right wing, 
but they did not advance beyond the 
edge of the cover. There they re¬ 
mained until dark and bivouacked. 
At night the enemy's right wing evac¬ 
uated its position.” 

Boers Ret re* ted. 

Spearman's Camp, .Tan. 23. — After 
ten hours of continuous and terrific 
fire Generals Hart and Clery ad¬ 
vanced 1,000 yards. The Boers main¬ 
tained an irregular fire during the 
night, but the British outposts did not 
reply.. 

At daybreak the Boers opened a stiff 
fire. The British stood at the guns 
where they had slept aud the engage¬ 
ment was renewed vigorously. The 
field artillery poured shrapnel into the 
enemy's trenches. A rumor that 
Ladt smith lnid been relieved en¬ 
livened the British, who sent up a 
ringing cheer. This was taken for an 
advance. The first kopje was carried 
at the point of the bayonet and the 
Boers retreated to the next kopje, 
which, like most others, was strewn 
with immense boulders surmounted 
by mounds on the summit. The 
British advanced steadily and the 
Boers relaxed slightly. The latter did 
not show such tenacity as previously. 
Their Xordi nfeldts fired at long inter¬ 
vals and their cannon fired but sel¬ 
dom. Apparently the Boers were 
short of ammunition. All day the 
roar of musketry fire continued. The 
British took three Boer positions on 
the mountain and found shelter be¬ 
hind ilie boulders. 

Substantial Progress. 

Loudon. Jan. 23.—Gen. Buller cables 
as follows to the war office fr.-tn 
Spearman's Camp at 0 p. in. last 
night: 

“Gen. Warren has been engaged all 
day. chiefly on ills left, which he has 
swung forward about two miles. The 
ground is verv difficult, and as the 
fighting is all the time up-hill. It is 
difficult to say exactly how much we 
have gained, hut I think we are mak- 
ing substantial progress.” 

Warren'* Sueee*«fnl Hattie. 

London. Jan. 23. — The Daily Tele¬ 
graph has the following, dated Satur¬ 
day. front Sueannan's Camp; 

“Gen. Warren’s force have fought a 
deliberately planned and successful 
battle. This engagement occurred to 
the west of Spnyn kop. and practical¬ 
ly resulted in our securing the south 
tableland, which constituted the key 
of the Boer position. After a fierce 
cannonade liml been directed against 
the enemy's lines for some time the 
British troops assembled near an 
eminence knowu as Three Tree Illll. 
which forms the center of a semi¬ 
circle of crests, crowned with the eue- 
my's works and some six miles long. 
Steadily and with great dash the Brit¬ 
ish infantry went forward in the face 
of a heavy fusilade from Mauser 
rifles. Soon after midday the battle 
ou the hill became furious, and from 
3 in the afternoon until « in the even¬ 
ing the fire from both cannon and 
rifles was extremely heavy. Point af¬ 
ter point of the enemy's position were 
seized by the British troops, and 
eventually the Boer right broke and 
was forced back toward Spuyn kop. 
Iu yesterday's fighting our losses were 
trifling, but the Boers suffered heav¬ 
ily. 

Secrecy I* E**cntlol. 

Loudon. Jan. 23.—The justifiable se¬ 
verity of the censorship at the present 
moment l revents the special corres¬ 
pondents from giving additional Ill- 
formation to supplement Gen. Buller's 
latest dispatch. The success of the 
movement depends almost entirely 
upon how far lie proves able to out- 
maueuver the Boers, whose available 
forces are doubtless larger than his 
own. The chief difficulty lies in the 
ability of the Boers to transport men. 
stores ami ammunition quickly and to 
intrench new positions. Secrecy re¬ 
garding Gen. Buller's progress, there¬ 
fore, is essential, and the public press 
is quite content to wait patiently. 

Boer* Arr Disheartened. 
London. Jan. 23.-The correspondent 
of the Times at I.ourciizo Marquez, 
telegraphing Saturday, says: 

“I learn from an absolutely unbiased 
and trustworthy informant that the 
Boers are disheartened. 1 also learn 
that tlie British residents in the two 
republics would suffer severely at tlie 
hands of tlie burghers did uot Hie lat¬ 
ter fear the result to the Boers in llie 
hands of the British.” 

Champion Egg-Katcr. 

Lawler, Iowa. Jan. 23.—Hugh Ves- 
perls of this place, on a wager, was 
to eat forty raw eggs iu twelve min¬ 
utes. When lie got through he found 
that ihe number liml beeu raised so 
that he had eaten forty-eight raw 
eggs in nine minutes and a half.

DEN OF FILTH AND INIQUITY. 

Awful Condition* In the Women'* 
Prlaon In Havana. 

Havana. Jan. 23. — Maj. Muncie, 
who has been at work for some time 
investigating the circumstances at¬ 
tending the detention in prison of per¬ 
sons charged with various offences, 
to many of whom no trial lias been 
granted, is engaged in preparing a re¬ 
port of a visit lie recently paid to the 
women’s prison. This institution he 
describes ns a “den of filth and in¬ 
iquity.” He did not find a cot, a 
blanket, or a female attendant in the 
prison where several hundred women 
are confined. Tlie sanitary conditions 
are almost indescribable. He says he 
cannot understand liow such a place 
could hnve been tolerated in a so- 
called civilized community. His ex¬ 
amination reveals a state of affairs 
worse than any yet written regarding 
Spanish mismanagement. What Maj. 
Muncie has already ninde known 
seems to nstonish tlie Cuban officials. 
They assert that Seuor I.anusa is 
principally to blame, as iu his posses¬ 
sion as secretary of justice in Gen. 
Brooke's cabinet, he ought to have dis¬ 
covered the existence of these enormi¬ 
ties. 

STRANDED IS A FOG. 

\'e«*el Come* to Grlpf oa thp Shoal* 
—ThP Crew Hp*pupd. 

Lewes. Del.. Jan. 23.—The brig Sut¬ 
ton, with a cargo of iron ore from 
Carthegenn, Spain, for Philadelphia, 
stranded on Fenwick Hill shoals 
about eight miles off shore Saturday 
morning during a dense fog. After 
working all day to back off the shoal 
the vessel, from constant pounding, 
began to fill nnd settle. After dark¬ 
ness set in Capt. Teak fired rockets 
and burned colored lights and attract¬ 
ed the attention of the revenue cutter 
Onnndaga, which was patrolling the 
coast. She immediately sent boats to 
recue the crew of twenty-four men. 
This was difficult as a heavy south¬ 
west gale was blowing at the time, 
but by the aid of the Onandnga’s 
search light the men were taken from 
the stranded vessel at midnight and 
brought to the breakwater. It is 
feared the Sutton cannot be saved. 

ENTIRELY TOO REAL. 

Aa Actor Dip* of a Wound Received 
In a Staire Duel. 

Wichita. Kan., Jan. 23. — Lewis J. 
Monroe, a member of the Paul Gil¬ 
more Dramatic company, died of lock¬ 
jaw. the result of an accidental shot 
in his baud a week ago. Within the 
last week three members of his com¬ 
pany hnve been accidentally shot, 
among them Paul Gilmore himself. 
Gilmore nnd one of his actors, David 
Halpert, who fight a duel In one of the 
company's plays, were given loaded 
revolvers by mistake of the property 
man in the opera house at Phoenix, 
Arlz., last week, and each sho.t the 
other, inflicting serious wounds. Gil¬ 
more Is in a hospital. A day or two 
later Monroe was shot In the hand In 
an Arkansas town. 

VICTIMS OF WILD MOBS. 

Alleged Murderer* Arc Lanached 

lato Eternity at Fort Scott, Kan. 

Fort Scott. Kan.. Jan. 23.—George 
Silbec and Ed Meeks, half-brothers, 
who were convicted of murder here 
early in the week, were lynched by a 
mob in the county Jail Saturday night. 
At a late hour their bodies were dang¬ 
ling from two trees in the yard, the 
authorities having beeu so completely 
surprised that no effort had been 
made to remove the ghastly evidences 
of the mob’s work. The two men. 
who hailed from Kansas City, had 
beeu convicted of murder iu tlie first 
degree, tlieir victim being a young 
German fanner who was killed near 
this city Inst October. 

SKELETONS IN A CAVE. 

Ghastly DUeovery 1* Made by a Pro*- 
pector on Lookont Mountain. 

Chattanooga, Tenn.. Jan. 23.—W. L. 
Allison, while prospecting for miner¬ 
als on Lookout mountain, discovered 
five skeletons in a cave fifteen miles 
from this city. There is a difference 
of opinion whether they are skeletons 
of Indians or of miners who disap¬ 
peared several years ago. The cave 
Is being explored to see whether it 
contains more skeletons. 

Destroyed by Fire. 

Lafayette, Ind., Jan. 23.—The build¬ 
ings, machinery and manufactured 
lumber of the Taylor Lumber com¬ 
pany was totally destroyed by fire. 
Loss, 947,000; Insurance, 957.000, 
which covers entire plant The lum- 
ber yard was saved. 

Killed la a Family Raw. 

New York, Jan. 23.—Three Italians 
of one home were shot to death in an 
iRterfamlly row which began In an 
Italian tenement bonne on East 
Eleventh street about noon yesterday. 


MUCH DAMAGE DONE 

EARTHQUAKE IN MEXICO ATTEND¬ 
ED BV SERIOUS RESULTS. 

Considerable Destruction of.' Prop-' 
erty I* Reported From Several 
Place* and Some Lo** of Life—Ter¬ 
rifying Experience* at the City 
of Colima—City of Mexico S*>cn 
Slightly—The Beautiful Church of 
San Franclaeo at Guadalajara I* 
Badly Damaged — Many House*- 
Destroyed. 

City of Mexico, Jan. 23.—News Is ar¬ 
riving from the interior points affected 
by the earthquake Friday night nnd 
Saturday morning. Much damage was 
done to property in Guadalajara and 
the City of Colimn, capital of the state 
of the same name, 'was the scene of 
terrifying experiences, accompanied 
by loss of life. The City of Mexico 
came off comparatively unscathed in 
the quake, few accidents occurring 
here or in the suburbs, although some 
huts in the suburbs fell In nnd one 
bridge was partly wrecked. The sub¬ 
terranean electric light insulation 
was not harmed and the city contin 
ues to be well illuminated.

Colima, Mex., Jan. 23. — An earth¬ 
quake shock began here at a quarter 
before midnight Friday aud assumed 
serious proportions at Tenimata, 
many houses being badly injured and 
some of light construction wrecked. 
There was great consternation and 
people rushed into the streets, some 
barely escaping with their lives. 
Seven people were killed outright, aud 
sixty were wounded and are being 
cared for by local surgeons. \

Guadalajara, Mex., Jan. 23.—At mid¬ 
night Friday an earthquake shock 
cracked the arches and staircase of 
the state palace and the porticoes of 
the university and the Degallado thea¬ 
ter, the latter one of the most massive 
structures here. The churches of 
San Francisco and San Jose were 
damaged. The former is one of the 
handsomest edifices on the continent 
and is locally known as the Golden 
Cup from the magnificence of its In¬ 
terior. The government has closed 
Ragarlo church, fearing the dome will 
fall in. Carmen barracks were badly 
damaged, and news from Zapaotlan. 
and Sarula state that several houses 
were demolished. 

MAKES LY NCHING TREASON. 

Colored Congressman Ollern a Solu¬ 
tion ot the Mob Question. . 

Washington, Jan. 23.—Representa¬ 
tive White of North Carolina, the col. 
ored representative in the house, of¬ 
fered a bill for tlie protection of all 
citizens of the United States against 
mob violence, etc. It provides that 
all persons shall be protected from be¬ 
ing murdered, tortured or burned to 
death by mobs known as “lynching 
bees,” whether spontaneous or pre¬ 
meditated, and all parties participat¬ 
ing, aiding or abetting in such affairs 
are made guilty of treason against the 
United States government and subject 
to prosecution in the United Statqp 
court. _ 

FRACTIONAL CURRENCY’. 

Secretary Gage Saya That the Coaa- 
try Weed* More of It. 

Washington, Jan. 23. — Secretary 
Gage was before the house committee 
on coinage, weights and measures 
and spoke in favor of tlie adoption of 
the metric system. Mr. Gage also re¬ 
ferred to the need of fractional silver 
currencv. He pointed out that at 
present the demand for fractional coin 
was so urgent that the Issue ran con¬ 
siderably beyond the $ 50 , 000,000 an* 
thorized by law, and he recommended 
that this legal restriction be repealed, 
leaving the trensury to determine the 
proportion of fractional currency nec¬ 
essary'- _ 

FATAL FIRE. 

Half a Doh* People In New Orlenn* 
Are Suffocated. 

New Orleans, Jan. 23.—A fire which 
started In a barroom in the old St. 
Mary’s market neighborhood shortly 
after midnight obtained considerable 
headway before the firemen reached 
the scene, and half a dozen people in 
the adjoining building were suffocated 
before help arrived. They were most- . 
ly Sicilians. Four were taken out 
dead and the others will hardly live. 
The origin of the fire has not been 
traced. The building Is an immense 
brick structure, honeycombed with - 
poor tenements. 

SAW MILL BURNED. 

Rhinelander Ha* Lost Five Mill* 
Daring the P**l Year. 

Rhinelander, Wls.. Jan. 23. — The 
sawmill owned and operated by Geo. 
Clayton was destroyed by fire, making 
the fifth destroyed by fire of the eight 
that were operated here in the past 
year How the fire started Is un¬ 
known. The loss is estimated at $20.- 
000 ._ 

Y’AQUIS ARE WHIPPED. 

Two Hundred Killed and Five Run- A 
dred Taken Prisoner*. 

Nogales, Mex., Jan. 23 —A battle has 
been fought by the Mexicans aud Yn- 
quls in which the Yaquls were de¬ 
feated with heavy loss. Their killed 
numbered 200. Five hundred were 
taken prisoners. 

Boy* Rnn Over nnd Killed. 

Stillwater, Minn.. Jan. 23. — Oscar 
Olson, twelve years old, son of John 
Olson of this city, was accidentally 
run over and killed on the river by'a 
team hauling a load of wood. 

Miner Bhnot* a Deputy Sheriff. 

Wellsboro, Pn., Jan. 23.—William J.. 
Thomas, a leader among the miners 
on strike near here, shot and fatally 
wounded a member of Sheriff Johm < 
son’s posse which was guarding one 
of the mines. Thomas succeeded iu 
making bis escape. He 1 b being pur- 
sued.

A MINNESOTA FARMER 

Does Well la Wentern Canada. 

Virden, Man., Not. 18, 1899. 

Hon. Clifford Sifton, Minister of tho 
Interior, Ottawa, Canada—Sir: Think- ^ 
ing that my experience In Manitoba 
might be both useful and Interesting 
to my fellow-countrymen In the United 
States who may be looking to Mani¬ 
toba and -the northwest with tbe In¬ 
tention of settling there, 1 have much 
pleasure in stating that through In¬ 
formation received from Mr. W. T. 
McCreary, Immigration commissioner 
at Winnipeg, I was Induced to visit 
Manitoba In February, 1898. When I 
called upon Mr. McCreary he spared no 
pains to give me all the Information, 
etc., in his possession, the result of 
which was that 1 came here with a 
letter of Introduction from him to the 
secretary of the Virden Board at 
Trade. That gentleman provided me 
with a competent land guide, and, 
although there was considerable enow 
on the ground, I had no difficulty In 
selecting three homesteads for myself 
and 6ons. Having made the necessary 
homestead entries at the land office In 
orandon, I returned to my home In 
Lyon county, Minnesota,and came back 
here in May following, accompanied 
by one of my boys, bringing with us 
two teams of horses, Implements, etc. 
Our first work was to erect a tempo¬ 
rary shanty and stable, after which 
we broke and leveled seventy-five 
acres and put up thirty tons of hay. 

I went back to Minnesota about July 
20, leaving my son here. I returned 
In October, bringing my family with 
me. I found that the land we had 
acquired was of good quality, being 
a strong clay loam with clay subsoil. 
Last spring I sowed 100 acres in wheat 
and fifty acres in oats />"d barley. 
(Seventy-five acres of this grain was 
sowed on “go-back” plowed last 
spring.) My crop was thrashed la 
October, the result being over 2,700 
bushels of grain In all. Wheat aver¬ 
aged fifteen bushels per acre and 
graded No. 1 hard, but that which was 
sown on land other than sod (“go- 
back”) went twenty four and one-half 
bushels per acre. 

To say that I am well pleased with 
the result of my first year’s farming 
operations In Manitoba does not ade¬ 
quately express my feelings, and I 
have no hesitation in advising those 
who are living In districts where land 
la high In price to come out here. If 
they are willing to do a fair amount 
of work. I am ten miles from Virden, 
which is a good market town, and nine 
miles from Hargrave, where there are 
two elevators. This summer I erectad 
a dwelling house of native stone and 
bought a half-section of land adjoin¬ 
ing our homesteads, for which I paid j 
a very moderate price. There are atlll 
some homesteads In this district, and 
land of fine quality can be purchased 
from the Canadian Pacific Railway 
company at $3.50 per acre on liberal 
terms. Good water Is generally found 
at a depth of from fifteen to twenty 
feet. I have 175 acres ready for crop 
next year. 

The cost of living here is about the 
same as In southern Minnesota. Some 
commodities are higher and others 
lower In price, but the average i* 
about the same. I remain, your obe¬ 
dient servant.

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The general passenger agents 
of the Soo, Northern Pacific and 
(ireat Northern railways held a 
conference in St. Paul a few days 
ago to discuss special rates for 
the large immigration parties e*- 
pected to arrive from Europe to 
settle in North Dakota within the 
next few mouths. The number 
who have decided upon North 
Dakota as their future home is 
estimated at from three to five 
thousand. 

In the figures of the apportion¬ 
ment of the statetuition funds to 
the several counties of the state 
is apparent the result of the law 
passed at the last session of the 
legislature, changing the method 
of apportionment. Formerly the 
collection from the two mill tax 
in all the counties was appor¬ 
tioned equally to the school chil¬ 
dren of the state. By the new law 
the amount collected in each is 
apportioned to that county.— 
Formerly a number of the coun¬ 
ties with large numbers of chil¬ 
dren and small amounts of taxa¬ 
ble property, benefited by the 
equal apportionment. 

In district court for Cass coun¬ 
ty Judge Pollock handed down 
an important decision in the case 
of the Minneapolis & Northern 
Elevator company ugainst Traill 
county. In the company’s ele¬ 
vator at Belmont there was 20,- 
085 bushels of wheat on the first 
of April, last year. On March 1 
the wheat, was sold to G. A. 
Thompson of Montreal, Canada, 
and was kept in store by the 
elevator company. The county 
authorities of Traill levied a tax 
on the wheat valuation of $5,- 
171. The elevator company 
claimed that the wheat was not 
taxable on account of its being 
the property of Mr. Thompson 
ami to defeat the tax levy the 
action was started in the district 
court. Judge Pollock held for 
Hie county, thus upholding the 
constitutionality of tlielaw which 
provides that all grain in any 
elevator, warehouse or grain 
house oil the first day of April ill 
each year shall be assessed and 
taxed in the name of the person 
or linn owning or operating the 
elevator. The deeision is ail im¬ 
portant one and far-reaching in 
i Is effect. It is (i uite probable that 
the matter will at once be taken 
to the supreme court.

Mr. Selman GlTes His Views. 

Eabthamiton, Mass., Jan. 14, 1900. 
Thomas B. Hotly, Editor of Thb Bowbells 

Tribune: 

Dear Sir—It is an old and trite sayingthat 
a hit bird always llutters, and the articles 
that I have sent ydu comparing the east anil 
the west and the advantages accruing to 
those who are seeking homes in the west— 
nnd especially in North and South Dakota— 
have been pretty freely circulated broad¬ 
cast over this patt of the country, and they 
have been talked over and commented upon 
to a large extent. It ha* been rather a bitter 
pill for these -‘downenstera” to swallow, 
from the fact that it i* well-known to the 
public that I have dealt in facts iu showing 
up the advantages the Northwest iioesesses 
over the eastern states for the average man 
to secure a homestead lor himself and 
family by settling in the Northwest on 
homestead lauds. They know fnll well here 
(the business meu and manufacturers) that 
they are losing their grip, and the day has 
gone by when they can hold it. If ever a 
man was a true prophet it was Horace 
Greeley, when he said: "Young man, go 
west.” They have taken his advice and our 
progressive young men and mechanics have 
gone west—especially our American me¬ 
chanics of New England—and the manufac¬ 
turing establishments have followed them 
to a very lurge extent. To show you the 
trend of events in this direction I will send 
you a daily paper of Jan. 13, this yenr, citing 
an instance of this kind that has jnst taken 
plnce in this county where one of the oldest 
and largest sewing machine manufnctoriea 
in the country (established over forty years) 
has ceased to exist and gone west. Cheap 
coal and less freight rates west have been 
and are being the death blow to manufac¬ 
turing in many of the eastern states. The 
bulk of the population is west and.’south, 
nnd we fellows here have to depend on the 
farmers of the west for our grub. It is an 
actual fact that the state of Massachusetts— 
take the whole state — does not produce 
a peck of corn to the acre. Now to il¬ 
lustrate this point, I will tell you of a little 
incident that came under my personal 
notice in the summer of 1849. Iu the month 
of July I was traveling in a stage coach 
bound for the city of Bangor, Maine. It 
was a hot afternoon. As we were crossing 
a long stretch of sandy plain, with now and 
then a scrub pine tree, we passed by a di¬ 
lapidated looking brown house, utterly de¬ 
void of paint, with a high tight board fence 
in front of it. One of the passengers in the 
coach said in rather a loud tone of voice: 
“The man that lives in that house must be 
awful poor.” At this moment there uprose 
a tall, gaunt yankee f tom behind the fence 
and exclaimed in a loud tone of voice: “I 
am not so d—d poor, either; I don’t own 
but half an aero, mister.” The old gent 
never would huve been obliged to break one 
of the ten commandments if he had lived in 
the Northwest — especially on a Dakota 
homestead.

John L. Sullivan is a bankrupt un¬ 
able to pay his debts. In his career 
as a pugilist for IS years he has spent 
a million dollars or rather loaned a 
good part of it to men who, in all like¬ 
lihood, will never pay him a dollar. 
This makes John feel sad and lonely 
these holiday afternoons. He paid out 
$98,000 to the Richburg (Mississippi) 
authorities to get rid of Imprisonment 
after his fight with Jake Kilrain. He 
loaned $200,000 and never took a man's 
note for any sum thus negotiated. He 
spent $200,000 for dinners and wine 
and lost $80,000 at the gaming table. 
In unfortunate business ventures $200,- 
000 more disappeared. His legitimate 
living expenses were $200,000. In train¬ 
ing for battles another $100,000 has 
been expended. 

One year John L. took in $400,000 as 
the result of liis shows and his box¬ 
ing victories. He always wagered big 
amounts on his besting an opponent 
and this aione amounted to a large 
income. In 1882, after his scrap- with 
Paddy Ryan, he made $29,400 by the 
mill and on exhibitions in the big 
cities. From this time on until his 
discomflture with Corbett he made big 
money. In his Boston saloon venture 
he made $50,000. In his tour with Pat 
Sheedy he made $60,001). His tour in 
England enriched him $28,000. In his 
three plays he made $210,000. 

John L. says: "With a fighter money 
comes easy, and it goes the same way. 

I spent $5,000 training for my battle 
with Corbett, and lost $20,000 betting 
on myself. I always kept a stable ot 
trainers following me, and they were 
a heavy expense. But it was being a 
good fellow that broke me. I was thA 
great and only ‘John L.’ That title 
cost me enough money to last an or¬ 
dinary man a lifetime. I was too easy. 
When someone would say that I was 
the only one, it meant another basket 
of wine. When another would say 
that I never refused a friend a. dollar, 
and afterward asked me to lend him 
$50, he got a hundred. 

“Then, too, I was slow in getting to 
the box office. The others got their 
first, and the first count of the receipts 
was the largest. Was I robbed? Yes, 

I was robbed. If I had what they took 
from me I would be satisfied. How¬ 
ever, I don't regret it. I had my fling, 
and I paid for it. I haven't touched a 
drop of liquor for six months, and am 
not going to drink again. I feel as 
well as ever, and if I could lose a bit 
of fat I would have another y-y in the 
ring. But that is out of the question. 

I am going to try and make my busi¬ 
ness a success, and if I ever get another 
fortune they will have to break the 
United States to break me. My money 
will go into bonds.” 

‘‘Jim’’ Corbett, who wrested the 
championship from Sullivan, has also 
known the ups and downs of life. He 
spent $8,500 getting himself into shape 
to be defeated by Fitzsimmons, and 
lost $16,000 which he bet on himself in 
that fight. He received $20,000 from 
the purse and $50,000 as his share ot 
the picture money. He says that his 
money, like Sullivan's had gone in 
riotous living and in staking his 
friends. Unlike “John L.,” however, 
he has never gone the limit. He still 
owns his house, which he values at 
$70,000, and has money otherwise in¬ 
vested. 

“A pugilist,” said Corbett, “is a good 
thing for every borrower in the land. 
We have to give up. Sullivan has 
given away a fortune, no doubt. If I 
had what is due me I could buy a 
brick block with the money. We are 
all spendthrifts. A man with one good 
trainer can fit himself sufficiently well 
for any battle. But nowadays we must 
have five cr six trainers and sparring 
partners. They are costly luxuries. 
Managers, too, are necessary, but ex¬ 
pensive. I have divided half a mil¬ 
lion dollars with my manager, while a 
man in any other business would have 
been able to have kept it all himself. 
It is the unnecessary expenses which 
keep a pugilist broke." 

TOO MANY EUROPEANSCOMING 

The Majority from the Southern. Part 
of That Continent. 

Secretary Taylor of the United 
States treasury says immigrants from 
Europe are flocking into this country 
too fast and something ought to be 
done to stop the flood of immigration. 
Last month 33,000 Immigrants landed 
in New York, or at the rate ol nearly 
400,000 in a year. The immigrants 
from the southern European countries 
are those we fear most. Those from, 
the north, the English. Irish, Scandina¬ 
vians, Danes. Dutch, Germans, all 
make desirable citizens. But those 
from Italy, Hungary, Turkey and 
Spain are coming over faster than they 
can be assimilated. The immigrants 
from the north usually hasten through 
New York bound for the west and the 
northwest, where they become- farm 
laborers, and gradually rise to be farm 
owners. They add to the productive¬ 
ness of the country. The others lin¬ 
ger about the large cities. New York, 
Chicago and St. Louis. They go into 
sweat shops and sleep twenty in a 
room, or they become fruit peddlers or 
organ grinders, and never get away 
from the cities. A few are employed 
in the coal or iron mines. As a rule, 
however, they are most undesirable. 
We do not need so many of this clAs 
of Immigrants, and something should 
be done to check the tide.
